PEOPLE TO JUDGE 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


Taft Makes Detailed De­ 
fense of Vetoes of Tariff 
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GRAXD RAPIDS. M ich. Sept. 21. 
— A detailed defense of his vetoes of 
j the dem ocratic tariff bills was deliv­ 
ered here today by President Taft on 
the last day of his visit to the split 
republican state of Michigan. 
The 
resident rested his entire case on 
he foundation that his adm inistra- 
ion is com m itted to the revision of 
e tariff scientifically through the 
riff board. He criticised the m*tb- 
s of congress in fram ing the bills 
rising the wool bill, m aking addl­ 
i n s to the free list and revising the 
j cotton schedule. To prove that the J 
j republican party is com m itted to the j 
j tariff board policy, the president re-: 
viewed the history of the m ovem ent) 
for a tariff board. He quoted clauses 
endorsing the policy from the repub­ 
lican state convention of Ohio, New 
York, W isconsin. Iowa and Kansas, 
the very states w hose insurgent re­ 
publican representatives 
voted 
for 
the tariff bills. 
The m easures, the president de­ 
clared. did not represent a proper 
m easure of protection of the indus­ 
tries affected, and were. therefore, 
not good republican legislation. 
All Progress Lost 
"If I had allowed the wool btl! to 
becom e a law." he said, "the progress 
made toward a better method of re­ 
vising the tariff would have been en­ 
tirely lost and the policy thrown to 
the winds." 
The president 
also 
said hasty 
fram ing of im portant tariff bills at 
an extra session of congress called 
for another purpose, was unneces­ 
sary, as the tariff board bad been 
instructed 
to 
report, particularly, 
on wool for action this winter. 
.In conclusion the president defi­ 
nitely outlined his tariff policy and 
declared that he would pursue that 
policy at all hazards. 
"I insist," he said, "that w e have 
reached a point when everyone ought 
to realize that the tariff ought not to 
be changed and business disturbed 
except upon inform ation which w ill 
allow us to pass bills that w ill dis­ 
turb it least. The natural operation of 
the tariff under such conditions with 
American ingenuity is to reduce the 
ost of production and that in itself 
ill secure, if we adhere to that pol­ 
icy. a reduction of tariff rates from 
me to tim e. But to cut them now 
th "blacksm ith's tools.’* is to in- 
ite in the next two or four years, a 
evulsion of feeling and then a recur- 
enee of higher rates and the old sys­ 
tem of high tariffs. 
Puts Stand up to Voters 
"I propose to stop such a m ove­ 
m ent so far as I can, and to obtain 
a reduction in accordance with tbs 
republican platform and on inform a­ 
tion accurate and im partial. If that 
policy is not approved by the electo­ 
rate then, of course, those of us who 
are now in office m ust give way to 
those who w ill carry out a different 
policy. But, w hile we are in office, 
our duty ought clearly to be under­ 
stood, because we believe it ie right; 
because w e believe that a full dis­ 
cussion and a clear perception on 
the part of the people will convince 
them ultim ately to approve and adopt 
it"

There 
then followed in regular succession 
the seasons of seeding, growing and 
ripening of the corn under the in­ 
fluence of the former, and the lat­ 
ter rains harvest and ingathering of 
the fruits.

on Rosh ha-Shanah,

On the first day of Rosh ha-Shan­ 
ah occurs the observance of Tash- 
lik, which is an illustration of the
